Enclosed please ilnd a letter my oflice received froin the Department of Public 
Health regarding a possible breach of protocol with respect to sotnc drug satnplcs. While 
not named in the DPH letter, the chemist being investigated is Annie Dookhan, the 
chemist who analy;icd the substances in our case, ft is the understanding of this office 
that the chemist may have directly taken evidence from the evidence locker for lest ing 
without properly signing tor tlie same and/cn obtaining the co-signaturc of the evidence 
oiricer. 

The sub.stanccs involved in our case are not among llie ninety samples mentioned 
in the DPl Tlcllcr. 1 have not been provided any indication that the testing in our case was 
compromised in any way. I share with you the letter out of an abundance ol'eaulion to 
notify you of the DPH invc.stigation.
